William ‘Hill, an old timer of the 
Gleichen district died on March 11th 
in Victoria.

1898 when looking for a better clim- 
ate, he came to Calgary with his 
family. ‘The following summer he. 
moved to Moosomin, Sask., where for 
a number of years he purchased 
steers during the winter months and 
grazed them along the Mouse River 
in North Dakota, in summer, In 1904 
he returned to Alberta and settled in 
the Buffalo Hills south of Gleichen, 
He continued his ranching activities 
on a large scale until retring and 
moving to Long Beach, Cal'f::nia 
wHere he lived for a number of years. 
For the past ten years he has made 
his home in Victoria, His wife pre- 
deceased him in 1947, 

He is survived by a daughter, Mrs, 
D. R. M. Shouldice, in Calgary and hy 
three sons, Frank in Long Beach, 
William in Vulcan and Robert at Ar- 
rowwiood, The funeral was held in 
Victoria,

Scouting is the learning of the arts 
which to make yourself comfortable 
far away from the comforts of home. 
it may be because you have placed 
yourself in that position determined 
to make the best of conditions. Or 
it may be that chance has placed you 
there. 

The scout be he only a humble 
second class, will if he has paid even 
the most casual attention, be able 
to prepare a comfortable bed and 
selter. He also wil] if he pays at- 
tention to his training not go charg- 
ing around at night when he is logt 
but will remain in a single place till 
daylight has come, ' 

His first care is a fire. No scout 
can qualify as such without being 
able to light a fire under various cone 
ditions, what kind of fire, where to 
build, and when built see that it is 
kept in its proper place. 

To gain his firemag Badge he has 
to qualify, Know how to handle the 
alarm system. Where the nearest 
phone is, if at a fire know dangers of 
gasoline, alcohol, gasoline stove and 
lighting equipment. Methods used to 
combat these fires, Know how to 
work in fumes and smoke, Tynes of 
fire extinguishers and uses. Know 
some of the drags and lifts, first aid 
for burns, artifical respiration and 
methods of changing operators, Know 
how to control panic take czre of pro- 
perty. Be able to attend a house 
furnace and be able to explain the 
draft system. Have a knowledge of 
why fires are caused by defective 
wiring, poor flues, etc, 

Cyclist Badge, Must own a machine 
for six months, must be ble to ride 
and keep it in good running order, 
know the rules of the road and traf- 
fic signals, Know the principal roads 
and bighways in his district, Repeat 
correctly a verbal message efter a 
ride of at least an hour's duration, 

Inform the examiner what use he 
has made of his machine in the last 
six months and be able to cemon- 
strate that he can repair a puncture 
and put the bicycle together after 
taking it apart. On ceasing to 
own a bicycle he must hand in badge. |

‘Tree Seeds 


Discovered 


OTTAWA, — The federal district 
commission here will try to grow 
trees that until recently were believ- 
ed to have been extinct for 20,000,- 
000 years, 

Three small specimens of the tree 
that was the ancestor of the giant 
Sequoia and Redwood trees of Cali- 
fornia have been donated to the 
FCD by Victoria Parks Commissioner 
W. H. Warren, member of the com- 
mission for British Columbia. 

Fossil remains of the trees had 
been found in many places and they 
were thought to have died about 20,- 
000,000 years ago, but specimens 
were found in the interior of China 
in 1946 and seeds brought to the 
United States produced trees, 

The name of the species is ‘‘meta- 
sequoia glyptostroboides,” the com- 
mission said,

Farm Production Will Be 
Doubled In Near Future 


ST. LOUIS. — A scientist predicts a whole new pattern of 
farming—with antibiotics—will double farm production. Dr. H. 
J. Prebluda of New York told the national Farm Chemurgic Coun- 
cil recently the use of antibiotics in farm soil may do for crops 
what penicillin and other antibiotics do for animals, make them 


grow faster and stay healthy. 


He added in an interview that this 
may solve most of the world’s hunger 
problems, climinating one of the 
causes of unrest upon which Com- 
munism has tried to capitalize. 

Dr, Prebluda, biochemist with the 
United States Industrial Chemicals 
Co., said recent experiments show 
| that antibiotics, which are produced 
| by micro-organisms in soil and other 
materials, appear to have two impor- 
tant effects upon soil;

WINNIPEG.—Manitoba cattle pro- 
;ducers have halted the post-war 
trend to reduce their l.erd holdings, 
Livestock Commissioner John Conner 
told Manitoba veterinarians at their 
63rd annual meeting. 

The slight increase shown in a sur- 
yey made in June, 1952, has been 
followed up while U.S.-markets were 
closed to Canadian cattle, Mr. Con- 
ner said. He estimated that by June, 
1953, Manitoba’s cattle population 
would be 700,000 or just about 14 
head per farm, 

The commissioner said his branch 
considers this figure as a minimum 
population unless drought and dry 
} pastures force unexpected market- 
ings.

Proper Care, Management Necessary 
To Make Baby Chicks Profitable 


Poultry producers were warned by 
F, E. Payne, the Saskatchewan De- 
partment of Agriculture poultry 
commissioner, that proper care and 
management of their baby chicks 
will have a direct bearing on the 
profits they can expect from the 
flock this fall. 

Mr, Payne added that once the 
chick is hatched nothing can be done 
to increase her potential maximum 
egg production but mismanagement 
can prevent the chick from achiev- 
ing top production and maturity. He 
said that the first’ six week's of the 
chick’s life is the most critical stage 
and that during this time the require- 
ments for heat, feed, sanitation and 
housing are vital. 

He advised poultry producers to 
have brooder house equipment ready 
for the chicks at least three days 
before their arrival and that the 
brooder house should be moved to a 
well-drained piece of land. The sur- 
rounding land, he said, could be 
sown to cereal grain to reduce the 
disease hazard and provide green 
feed once the chicks are allowed out- 
side, 

Mr. Payne also emphasized that 
the interior of brooder houses should 
be thoroughly washed and disinfected 
with a lye-water solution of one can 
of lye to 12 gallons of water. The 
heating equipment of the brooder 
house prior to the arrival of chicks 
should be checked and in top condi- 
tion, and the brooder house should 
be heated several days prior to their 


Alberta To Add 
To Forest Towers 


EDMONTON, Alta, -—- Lands and 
Forests Minister Ivan Casey plannéd 
to establish seven more forest ranger 
lookout towers in Alberta, which 
would operate in the dual role of fire 
control towers and civil defence lis- 
tening points, = 

He said when the new towers were 
completed this year, the Province 


would have a network of 36 lookout 
posts in the north and along the 
eastern face of the Rocky Mountains. 
He said cost of building the towers 
would take a large slice of the 
$1,000,000 budget for forest protec- 
tion during the coming year. Besides 
cost of building the steel structures, 
the department also has to build 
roads in to the isolated sites and 
living quarters for the rangers.

The poultry commissioner stated 
that at least half a square foot of 
Space should be provided for each 
chick and that chicks should be fed 
a good commercial chick starter and 
fresh water. . Producers were also 
advised to provide low roosts at an 
early age and allow the chicks out- 
side in a yard when weather permits. 

When the birds are eight weeks 
old, if weather permits, they should 
be moved to range. Separate the 
pullets and cockerels, using the 
brooder house for one group and a 
range shelter for the other. One acre 
of good quality range should be pro- 
vided for each 400 birds. 

Mr. Payne pointed out that during 
the growing period a growing mash 
should be fed to the birds in range 
feeders and supplemented by whole 
grain feeding. Mr. Payne reminded 
producers that bulletins on brooder 
houses, feeding, equipment and other 
information are availablé from the 
Poultry Division, Animal Industry 
Branch, Saskatchewan Department of 
Agriculture, Regina.

Says Manitoba | 
Nickel Find 
Rivals Sudbury 


WINNIPEG.—A nickel discov- 
ery in Northern Manitoba de- 
scribed as.rivalling that at Sud- 
bury, Ont., was reported in the 
Manitoba Legislature by F. L. 
Jobin (LP—The Pas). 


Mr. Jobin predicted that Interna- 
tional Nickel Company, which is 
pioneering the field, will ask the 
Manitoba Government within two 
years to develop a source of power 
in the area or give the company the 
right to do so, 


Mr, Jobin said the discovery is at 
Mystery Lake, 420 miles north of 
Winnipeg, in wild bush country. 

Original claims were reported to 
have been staked in June, 1949. 

Since then, International Nickel is 
reported to have staked 450 claims 
extending from the south end of Osp- 
wagan Lake to the north end of 
Mystery Lake, a 35-mile strip in the 
shape of a sweet potato. It is about 
30 miles through the center. 

Between nine and 13 drilling rigs 
are reported drilling through lake 
ice to test underlying deposits. They 
had reached a depth of 240 feet re- 
cently and were expected to go to 
1,100 feet. The crews will move back 
to the shoreline with spring breakup. 

Mystery Lake got its name follow- 
ing the discovery of the bodies of 
two men on the shore about 12 years 
ago.
